' Japanese Professor's View 


Now York, Feb, 27. 

Doctor Bunji Omura, Doctor of Law, 
a Japanese publicist of New York, 
eays, “The real causes of the Japancse 
outrages are deeper than offictnly 
acknowledge, Undorlying the  re- 
bellion Hea the discontent of tho 
Japanese masses, and the fact thas 
tho lower ranks of the army havo 
been ngitating for a more equal dis- 
tribution of wentth and power, In 


this respect the coup resembles the] A 


French revolution, in which the army 
wor allied to the masses, Tho Japan- 
eee army, representing proletarian 
interests and sympathies, has ex- 
pressed the public reaction to years 
of long oxploitation’ and suffering. 
The poor look to the army and navy 
because of thelr friendly ‘spirit and 
action, since more than 70 per cent. 
of the ranks, and. many officers are 
poor, because the rich manage to 
escape compulsory service, : 


“History shows that rolief grants 
were used for other purposes: vhen 
the crisis passed. Furthermore ‘the 
growth in the awentshop system has 
roused the poor, ‘Through .thenc. as- 
sassinatlone the rebels feel they have 
struck a denthbiow ot tho capitalists, 
who operated Government purposes 
for private profit. : 
—~"Unemployment—statistics ~ are—in- 
adequate since many townsmen 
responded to the Government request 
to return to their farms. during’ the 
depression.’ Similarly other factors. 
in tho situation were smoothed over.
